SIXTY-FIVE KILLED 


IN WRECK 


Limited Passenger Train in Pennsylvania Crashed Into 


Pile of Lumber With Fearful Results Early 


Last Night. 


C 


ONNELSVTLLE, Penn., Dec, 23.—The Duquesne Limited, 
the 


fastest through train between Pittsburg and New York, on the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, ploughed into a pile of lumber at 


Laurel Run, two miles west of Dawson at 7'45 this evening. 


Sixty-three lives were lost and thirty persons were injured. 
The 


tram was late and was running it terrific speed wiien 
the 
engine 


struck the lumber pile that had fallen across the track from a freight 
car. 
In a second the ponderous mass of steel and iron in which over 


a hundred helpless human beings were penned was piled in a heap. 
The shrieks of the wounded and the groans of the dying could be heard 
in the still night air. 


The train was made up of two baggage cars, two day coaches, one 


sleeper and one dining car. It carried one hundred and fifty passen- 
gers. 


Being early in the evening a large number of the passengers were 


riding in the smoking car. 
This car was literally crushed into kindl- 


ing wood and but few of the occupants escaped alive. 


As soon as possible word -^as sent to Dawson, aid summoned and 


rescue parties formed. The work of taking out dead bodies and ren- 
dering aid to the injured has been in progress all night. 
The scene 


presents a ghastly appearance^ The bodies of the dead in most instances 
are crushed and mangled beyond recognition.

Reads and Bridges 


"We have during the summer and, 


fall last past quite thoroughly inspect- 
ed the roads and bridges of Washoe 
county and, generally 
- speaking, flnd 


them in a. fairly good condition. Of 
course in a' county where there Is so 
many miles of road to be kept up as 
there is In Washoe county, there will 
occasionally be some complaint as to 
their condition, but we believe that as 
a rule the roads and bridges of the 
county are in as good condition as, the 
funds of the county will warrant. 


"We desire' to call the attention of 


the proper authorities, however, to the 
condition of a new bridge,.' lately put 
across the highway a little beyond 
(westerly) of the Verdi bridge'.' 
We 


are informed 'that it has been placed 
there by the new power and light com- 
pany. 
We find that the said bridge 


Is situated at a steep and dangerous 
place on the hill.side and that it is al- 
together too narrow for that kind'• of a 
crossing. 
We recommend that it be 


removed and a -wide one placed 
in 


place thereof with good -and sufficient 
railing or guards which the present 
apology for a bridge has not. We also 
flnd that the Wadsworth bridge is in 
an unsafe condition, and recommend 
that it receive the immediate attention 
of the Commissioners. 


"We further find that many', 'in fact 


a majority, of the approaches to the 
smaller bridges throughout the county 
are' not properly kept up, by this we 
mean that there is almost invariably 
a "jump off" at either 
end of 
the 


bridge. 
We think that .this can- be 


easily remedied by the placing of grav- 
el at these approaches, and sprinkling 
them-'with crude oil. This . has. been 
tried to our knowledge in, California 
and" works" very satisfactory:-' We "ear-' 
nestly recommend that' the same meth- 
od be given a.trial here. ,. 
"We also feel it our duty to ca]l the 


proper authorities of the 'City of '-Reno 
to the wrongful, unlawful, and outra- 
geous manner in which the'Sierra and 
Lake street crossings in said' city are 
kept blocked by -.passing , "trains; .at 
times-'this imposition keeping' :as''many 
as twenty-five or thirty ,(and;in some 
Instances more)-teams and carriages in 
waiting for the train to pass, for at 
times as long- as <half an, hour;. Thjs 
condition of affairs should not be tol- 
erated, the railroad company does not 
desire it and has orders, .issued.-.not 
for'.iit to be allowed, but so someone 
whose duty Is to look after and at- 
tend to this matter-seems to be indif- 
ferent. We ask that \the mayor of the 
City' of Reno have his attention called 
to the matter."
